Elisha Gallaudet (circa-1728 to 1779) was for many years regarded 
as the name behind the mysterious inscription, since he was the 
engraver for the sixth-dollar Continental currency notes of Feb. 
17, 1776. But little is confirmed about any Continental dollar 
variety, except that the design first appears in print (although with 
German legends) in a 1783 almanac. This lightly circulated steel- 
gray example is struck from rotated dies, and exhibits the usually 
seen circular crack spanning the centers of most of the reverse 
rings. We note lumps on the obverse rims at 4:30 and 6 o’clock, 
and a spot on the I in CONTINENTAL. No abrasions are remotely 
consequential.

Relatively few coins were saved in high grades, and since the 
bronze alloy used at the S-mint in 1914 and 1915 had a tendency 
to “turn dark quick,” according to Bowers, few examples retain 
their Red color. Representatives of this quality are rare, much more 
so than the 1909-S VDB, for example. Further, while the 1915-S 
often comes well-struck, coins are seldom seen with full strike 
definition. The detail in Lincoln’s hair and beard is exceptional. A 
single point of softness occurs on the last T in TRUST. Both sides 
feature light coppery-gold color with wisps of amber. Softly frosted 
and void of carbon with a single tick on the upper left upright of 
the N in ONE.

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3012 1943 Struck on a Bronze Planchet XF45 PCGS. The 1943 bronze Lincoln cent is listed among both the 100 Greatest U.S. Coins and the 100 
Greatest U.S. Error Coins, where the authors call it “the most famous error coin made by the U.S. Mint.” Copper was a strategic material in 1943, K® 
at the height of World War II. In order to conserve resources for the war effort, Congress authorized the Mint to strike cents on zinc-coated steel 
planchets in 1943, instead of the usual bronze blanks. However, it seems that a small number of bronze planchets remained stuck in the lids of the 
tote bins the Mint used to feed the coin presses at the end of 1942. When the bins were refilled with the zinc-coated steel planchets at the start 
of production in 1943, those blanks became dislodged and were fed into the presses, along with the authorized “steel” planchets, resulting in the 
famous “copper” cent errors. Among the hundreds of millions of wartime composition “steel” cents produced in 1943, the few bronze examples went 
unnoticed and entered circulation undetected. For many years, Mint officials categorically denied that any bronze composition cents were struck in 
1943, but authentic examples are known from all three active U.S. Mints today. 

The bronze examples began turning up in the 1940s, amazing coin collectors and puzzling Mint officials, who could not account for their 
existence. The fame of the 1943 “copper” cents extended far beyond numismatic circles, as nationwide advertisements appeared in magazines, 
newspapers, and comic books, offering fabulous rewards for authentic specimens. There was a widespread, but untrue, rumor that Henry Ford 
would exchange a new car for any legitimate 1943 “copper” cent (this caused the Ford Motor Company many problems for years). Current (5/19) 
population data shows 20 bronze 1943 Lincoln cents from the Philadelphia Mint certified at PCGS and NGC combined, including an unknown 
number of resubmissions and crossovers (see roster below). 

The present coin is an attractive Choice XF specimen that shows some light wear on the strongly impressed design elements. A touch of softness 
shows on the 43 in the date, but the 3 has the long, hanging tail that distinguishes legitimate specimens of this issue (some counterfeits have been 
created by removing part of the 8 digit from 1948-dated cents). The pleasing surfaces exhibit light olive-tan hues in most areas, with highlights of 
steel and brown. The expected number of minor abrasions are present, with some chatter in the right obverse field, but no large or distracting marks 
are evident. Some traces of original mint luster remain intact. The overall presentation is most attractive for this sought-after, storied rarity.

The head was modeled 
after his Nike. That bust was in turn taken from his Sherman 
group with Liberty leading General Sherman. The work on the 
initial figures of Victory (later Liberty) and General Sherman 
went through many generations of changes. Louise Hall Tharp 
wrote that while Saint-Gaudens was in Paris in the late-1890s and 
working on this commission, his wife Augusta wrote to friends that 
Augustus was “doing the Sherman cloak all over again and she was

following the Civil War, hundreds of statues were erected in town 
squares throughout the country to heroes on both sides of that 
mighty conflict. With so many statues commissioned in such a 
relatively short time span, artistic quality varied widely. Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens is well-known for his sculptures of three Civil War 
heroes: Admiral David Farragut, Colonel Robert G. Shaw, and 
General W. T. Sherman. In each case, the heroes depicted show a 
high degree of accomplishment and understanding of each subject. 
William Duffy, in Augustus Saint-Gaudens, American Sculptor of 
the Gilded Age, writes that, “his works stand out for their quiet 
dignity and inherent strength of character.” That critique is equally 
applicable to Saint-Gaudens’ ten and twenty dollar gold coins. 
The bust of Nike on the ten dollar and the modified figure of 
Victory on the double eagle certainly possess dignity and strength 
of character, qualities that are not easily imbued in statuary or on 
coinage. The fact that these qualities are so easily seen by even 
the most casual observer undoubtedly accounts for the continued 
popularity of Saint-Gaudens’ coinage, especially the High Relief 
twenty dollar, the closest American coinage has come to sculpture 
in coined form. This particular coin fully displays that sculptural 
quality with the figures of Liberty and the eagle prominently raised 
from the curvature of the fields. Numerous small, but individually

The author disagreed with the protests, arguing that the 
motto was introduced at a time of great national crisis and was 
inappropriate during peacetime: 


“Forty odd years of peace, growth, and corporation building 

puts a different aspect on the case, and places us indifferent 
of celestial influences. Take out the twenty centuries old 
eagle of Egypt and ‘E Pluribus Unum’ from the reverse of 
the new coin and in their places put a modern first class 
battle ship and the legend ‘In Our Navy We Trust.’ Then 
we will have something strictly up to date and distinctly 
Rooseveltian.” 


Nautical motifs aside, the coins are “distinctly Rooseveltian” 
in character, for both their impressive High Relief detail, and 
their overt symbolism is strongly tied to the sense of American 
progressivism around turn of the century. Today, examples are 
prized for exactly that: their beauty and historical significance. 
This example has rich, satiny mint luster and minimal contact 
marks that are widely scattered over each side and individually 
insignificant.

President Theodore Roosevelt who challenged sculptor Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens to redesign American coinage along the lines 
of the artistry and high relief seen in coins from ancient Greece. 
Saint-Gaudens had commissions years into the future, but with 
some reluctance he accepted Roosevelt’s request (how could he say 
no to the president?). Both men knew something about the coins 
of ancient Greece, and just in case Saint-Gaudens overlooked 
anything of importance the president sent the sculptor a book 
with numerous plates of ancient Greek coins. Saint-Gaudens 
grasped the essential as well as the more subtle aspects of coinage 
from Hellenistic times. Greek city-states had a rivalry between 
them, not only in how to express their wealth, but also in how to 


best demonstrate their artistic talent and commemorate victories. 


Coinage was the logical way to spread the news of such victories, 
and a high degree of artistic excellence was used to do so. The 
goddess Nike was a common figure on Greek coinage, a figure used 
to crown the victories of athletes and kings. This familiar, emotive 
symbol was a familiar one to Augustus Saint-Gaudens, who 
adapted the Nike of Samothrace at the top of the Grand Staircase 
in the Louvre to the figure of Liberty leading General Sherman and 
later Liberty (Nike) striding into the new 20th century. This Select 
example displays bright surfaces and a full strike in all areas with no 
obvious or detracting evidence of coin-to-coin contact.

is obviously in the “yes” camp as they have graded more than 
250 High Reliefs as proofs. Among the determinants for proofs, 
according to NGC, is a “distinctive texture and satiny luster” 
according to Scott Schechter, but more specifically it was the use 
of the collar that was used to strike the Edge 3 Ultra High Reliefs 
in March-April 1907 and again on December 31 of that year. The 
distinctive characteristics of this edge collar are detailed in our 
recently published Saint-Gaudens Double Eagles reference.

Burdette records the transfer of 1,000 coins to the Treasury, 
which were one source of coins paid out to individually collectors 
and other requestors. Some coins were also released through the 
Philadelphia Mint Cashier. 

As with the other late-series Saints, the 1929 was not recognized 
as a rarity until the Gold Recall of 1933, when collectors realized 
how few coins had escaped the Mint. Most survivors are in Mint 
State, as the issue never circulated to a meaningful extent, and 
the typical grades of coins offered at auction are MS63 and 
MS64.
